The Way of a Christian 


Jesus said to His Disciples: 

“For what doth it profit a man if 
he gain the whole world and suffer the 
loss of his own soul?” (Matthew 16:26) 


This is the way of Christ and, of course, 
it applies to each and every one of us as 
Christians.

How and why did Russia get into such a posi- 
tion of power? History has the answer, It was

U. S. diplomatic recognition to the Soviet regime.

In 1922, Lenin 


recognition was born of wisdom. 
said, "The eternal in the Russian revolution is the 
fact that it is the beginning of the world revolu- 
tion.” _Trotzsky was even more explicit when he 
said “Revolution is coming in Europe as well as 
in America, systematically, step by step, stub- 
bornly and with gnashing of teeth in both camps. 
It will be long protracted, cruel, and bloody." Our 
Secretary of State remarked at the time, ‘There 
should be no encouragement to those efforts of 
the Soviet authorities to visit upon other peoples 
the disasters that have overwhelmed the Russian 
people." 


All these statements were made in 1922, Not 
long after, in 1924, Lenin died. His regime was a 
failure, marked by murder and destruction, The 
new ruler Stalin was a' master af wrecking other 
people's hopes and aims. Also like Lenin, he was 
not able to formulate an orderly government of 
his own. He could only kill and destroy. In the 
winter of 1930, his way of handling rebellious 
peasants was to exterminate them, and Khrush- 
chev was his lieutenant. Approximately 12 million 
Russians were starved to death because they ob- 
jected to giving their cows, pigs, and plots of land 
to the government. 

The Russian government desperately needed 
prestige. Lacking it in Europe, they searched else- 
where, and we were the suckers. Maxim Litvinov, 
the Russian foreign minister, a very crafty operat- 
or, promised that Russia would pay its long-stand- 
ing debts owed to America since Czarist times. 
We still had not learned our lesson—and Com- 
munism stayed alive in Russia because of our offi- 
cial recognition of the Soviet government. Thanks 
fo our Lend-Lease program, Stalin managed to 
séparate the U. S, from $11 billion in war supplies, 
machinery, transportation equipment, raw ma- 
terials, foodstuff—anything which would bolster 
the sagging Russian economy, Stalin was quick to 
accept the support of the despised, capitalistic 
United States. The United Nations was the vehicle 
by which Russia gained further diplomatic rece
